Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 



Claims 1 to 6 are not fully supported by the 
description . 

The compositions are characterized by well-known 
components, and only a portion of the possible 
combinations of a binder polymer, a photopolymerizable 
compound and a photopolymerizat ion initiator are 
specifically set forth in the description. 

Furthermore, the method that employs the 
compositions in question is not mentioned anywhere other 
than the disclosure in claim 8. 
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
